(in India and Egypt) may be 
able in one single mighty wave 
to achieve the conguest of 
power by the proletariat and 
peasantry.” 


This hope of the Sixth World | 


Congress turned out to be 
premature. Nevertheless, the 
resolution of 1928 still constitutes 
a stern warning 40 Egypt. 
This warning was further 
elaborated in various speeches 
which made it clear that the 
conquest of power by the 
Egyptian proletariat and 
peasantry must take place 
under ihe leadership of the 
Communist Party of Egypt and 
in opposition to the Wafd. The 
Russian congress delegate, 


Vassiliev, who was one of the’ 


Soviet experts on colonial prob- 

lems at the time, said that the 
Egyptian Communist Party must 
carry out “a persistent educa- 
tional campaign of undermining 
the influence of the Wafd and 
exposing it as an orgunisation 
of treachery” and as “the chief 
-enemy of the Egyptian workers 
and peasants.” 


Policy Switches 


This is significant of the true 
Communist and Soviet attitude 
towards the Wafd in general. 
In the years following the Sixth 
World Congress the Wafd was 
hardly mentioned in the press of 
the Communist International 
without the adjectives “trea- 
cherous,” “corrupt” ot ab least 
‘opportunistic” being added to it.

d haga U.S. Navy is con- 
stantly charting the 
ocean currents of the world. 
It uses a lot of high class 
scientific machinery for 
this, but it also does it with 
bottles. Ships and planes 
drop these bottles overboard 
at various places in the 
world—then the Navy waits 
for the mail man. 

Sealed inside each bottle is a 
mestage printed on special 
paper, in six languages—English, 
French, German, Spanish, Por- 
tuguese, and Esperanto. This 
message asks anyone finding 
the bottle to fll in his name 
and address, and the exact 
place and time he picked it up. 
He returng this information to 
the Navy’s . Hydrographic In- 
stitute jin Washington, which 
keeps fecords of ali bottles 
‘afloat. By comparing records, 
Navy experts ecide how far 
the bottle floated, how fast, 
and ip what direction. This 


helps them figure out the speed, ~ 


range, atid. course of sea cur- 
rents, especially after ‘several 
bottles have made the same 
voyage in about the same time. 


‘The best official record so far 
was made by a bollie dropped 
off the western coast of Mexico 
and picked up at Leyte, in the 
Philippine Islands. It took that 
pottle one year, fcur months, 
and 26 days to go 6,000 miles.

Home Guard 
Revival 
Explained 


London, Jan, 25. 

‘The Secretary of State for 
War, Mr Anthony Head, de- 
clared tonight that the Prime 
Minister, Mr Winston Churchill, 
and the entire Cabinet were 
convinced of tthe necessity of 
setting up a Home Guard of 
limited extent on a basis of 
purely voluntary enlistment, 

In a broadcast over the 
BB.C., Mr Head added that one 
of the main reasons for the 
decision was the relatively small 
number of troops on British 
home territory as the result of 
Army commitments in Korea, 
Malaya, Egypt and Europe. 

In case of a sudden alert, he 
said, Great Britain must be able 
to defend itself agalnst parachute 
attacks, possible sabotage and 
other threats. 

‘The second reason, he declared, 
was the necessity, in the event 
of an emergency, to.mobiljse and 
train immediately the Territorial 
Army itself. 

If no Home Guard existed, Mr 
Head said, the Territorials would 
have to assume Home Guard 
duties and thus delay all present 


defence plans.—France-Presse.

The demand by the 
smaller States that the 
right of self-determination 
be written into the Inter- 
national Covenant of Human 
Rights was passed by the | 
United Nations’ Social 
Committee today despite 
protests by the Big Powers. 


The Committee pasged by 33 
votes to nine with 10 abstentions 
the resolution submitted jointly 
by 13 Arab and Asian countries 
calling on the United Nations to 
reaffirm the rights of peoples to 
self-determination. 

It declared that only by re- 
specting this tight could “pre- 
sent and succeeding generations 
be saved from the scourge of 
war.” 


Britain, the United States, 
Canada, Australia, Belgium, 
France, the Netherlands, New 
Zealand and Turkey voted 
against the resolution which 
they deserii as “misplaced and 
badly drafted.” 

Their delegates contended that 
the right of self-determination 
was coHective whereas human 
rights, as understood by the 
United Nations, concerned in- 
dividuals, 

The vote was reached after a 
two weeks’ debate during which 
many Arab delegates declared 
that fiare-ups in the Middle 
East had arisen from the sup- 
pression of self-determination. 


SOVIET SUPPORT 


The resolution, moved by 
Afghanistan, Burmese, Egypt, 
Indonesia, India, iran, Iraq, the 
Lebanon, Pakistan, the Phillp- 
pines, Saudi Arabia, Syria and 
the Yemen, was supported by 
the Soviet bloc. 

It imecorporated a Soviet 
amendment ‘hat the proposed 
International Covenant of 
Human Rights shruld include 
a specific directive to adminis- 
tering Powers to promote self- 
determination in non-self- 
governing territories. 


The Saudi Arabian delegate, 
Jamil Barody, said that the 


passing of the resolution was & 
“first step towards the libera- 
tion of million of peoples and 
the avoidance of bloodshed.”
